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In northern Nicaragua, on the 
banks of the Rio Coco, resides 
the Miskito Indian Tribe. 
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Church of God missionaries with 
the Nicaraguan ministers have 
been working through this area 
and we now have some fine 
churches there. 

It takes much time and travel 
to reach the area, traveling in 
the most primitive ways as the 
Miskito Indians do in their hewn- 
out log boats. They sail for 
days to get into the heart of 
this tribal region. It is good to 
know that the flag of King Im- 
manuel waves high and that 
the Church of God is doing an 
excellent work there. 

The cover picture indicates the 
primitive way in which the peo- 
ple live. We rejoice that we 
can hear these people shout the 
praises of God and hear their 
glad hallelujahs because we 
have had a part in taking 
Christ's message to them. 
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The response for used litera- 
ture for Rev. T. N. Ward, in 
Barbados, has been overwhelm- 
ing. We extend the readers a 
hearty “thank you,” and ask 
that similar collections be direc- 
ted now to some of our mission- 
aries working in other English 


fields.

REPORT 


We shall try to send a sketch of the house plans 
as soon as we can find the time to finish them. We 
appreciate the support that we receive, both prayer- 
fully and financially. Our oldest daughter sees the 
great need over here so much that she invests the 
meager pences and shillings that she receives occa- 
sionally into the new field channel, instead of spend- 
ing them on herself. I would to God that our be- 
loved people in our blessed “Land of the Free” could 
see the need, poverty and leprosy of sin-stricken 
masses and realize the golden opportunity of the 
hour to spread the gospel to the far-flung places of 
the world. So many are laying up for a “rainy day” 
and have completely lost their first love, and their 
vision for the lost has crumbled into the ashes of 
lukewarmness. 


Since our last report, the Lord has wonderfully 
blessed us. He has saved, sanctified and baptized 
several souls. We have gained a total of 306 members, 


employed 12 new preachers, accepted and established 
5 new churches, with 10 more to be accepted if every- 
thing works out. 


We have visited approximately thirty different 
churches with a total of 2,200 members who are 
praying and contemplating becoming affiliated with 
the Church of God. Some of these churches are 115 
miles away. 


CAR 


We have been having trouble with our car; it 
was in the garage again for 15 days. The rear end 
was coming completely off the body. There is no 
frame on the small car and the metal which holds 
the springs was so thin that it had broken and 
cracked in several places. They have cut away the 
old struts and welded new ones. It looks like a good 
job, but it cost us $110.17. After all of this, we have 
to push the car off in the morning to get it started. 
Thank the Lord it runs as well as it does. 


When the car was returned from the garage in Aba, 
the rear end gears were severely damaged due to 
faulty reassembling. I had to take it and the driver 
back immediately and leave the car for another day, 
but this was a blessing as the company assumed the 
expense and put in new gears in the place of our 
noisy soon-to-be-repaired ones. Because the “Prefect” 
is built so low, they turned it upside down to make 
the welding on the body easier, and they affirmed

F ALL BELIEVERS earnestly contended for the 

faith which was once delivered unto the saints 

they would find themselves embracing the Pen- 
tecostal faith! It is those who adopt a not-being- 
satisfied-with-anything-other-than-the-best attitude 
who find the real, true, powerful and original Pen- 
tecost. 


What do we mean by Pentecost? Noise and fanati- 
cism? Certainly not. Let it be said, emphatically, right 
now that all this fanaticism in modern-day so-called 
Pentecost is not only irreverent to God, but it is 
quite unscriptural. The Bible makes it clear that 
all things must be done decently and in order, because 
God is not the author of confusion (1 Corinthians 
14:33, 40). It should be noted that the Disciples 
were in a sitting position when the Holy Spirit des- 
cended on the day of Pentecost (Acts 2:2). Pentecost 
is power and not fanaticism and noise! Pentecost 
is God’s natural religion and it is, undoubtedly, His 
will that all Christian churches should be fashioned 
after this pattern. Unfortunately, many people are 
afraid of Pentecost today because of the carryings- 
on of extremists. These folk have successfully man- 
aged to derail Pentecost i. many instances. .There 
is a great need for the redemption of the name 
“Pentecost.” Thank God this is possible, and it is up 
to all true Pentecostal people to do everything in their 
power to bring back a real Pentecost to the churches. 
Looking around the world today and seeing much 
of what is so-called Pentecost, it burdens my heart 
to say this certainly isn’t that which was spoken 
by the Prophet Joel (Joel 2:28; Acts 2:16). 


REAL PENTECOST BRINGS REVERENCE, but sad 
to say there is a deplorable irreverence in many 
Pentecostal churches today. God’s House is entered 
so flippantly and, in many cases, ;there is almost 
complete disregard given to the sanctity of the 
church. Talking and whispering and, sometimes, even 
laughing and joking are carried on within the pre- 
cincts of the sanctuary. Brethren, these things should 
not be! God's House must be revered, and these 
things must stop. Pentecost brings spiritual atmos- 
phere and the Divine Presence demands respect. 


REAL PENTECOST BRINGS UNITY. In fact, there 
will be no real Pentecost until there is unity. Why 
is it that there are so many splits

today? Simply because This is not that! We see scores 
of little assemblies and cottage meetings, all disunited 
and, for the most part, antagonistic toward each 
other. Let me be explicit here. A split IN Pentecost 
is as unscriptural as it is out of the will of God, and 
a split FROM Pentecost is backsliding! 

REAL PENTECOST BRINGS LOVE, and without 
this love all your spiritual “gifts” are useless! This 
may shock you, but, if you will read the first verses 
of 1 Corinthians 13, it will be plain to your heart. 
There are many professedly spiritual people in whom 
Pentecostal gifts are apparently in operation, but 
the complete lack of love in these lives brings their 
sum total of usefulness to NOTHING! 


REAL PENTECOST BRINGS HUMILITY, but much 
pride is stalking through the ranks of Pentecost 
today. So many think they ought to be pastors. Any- 
body can call himself a pastor, but to be and to call 
are quite different. Many self-appointed pastors are 
bluffing themselves (and the public) that they are 
God-ordained. All this pride and seeking of position 
screams the very opposite of true Pentecostal humility. 


REAL PENTECOST BRINGS UNSELFISHNESS, but 
there is much in modern Pentecost which is very 
selfish. To many it has been reduced to a religion 
of personal excitement. A selfish motive lies behind 
much that is done in the name of the Lord, and 
self-gratification lies at the root of many prayer 
meetings. “Oh, I had a lovely time” sums up the 
prayer meeting with little thought given to the perish- 
ing multitudes without. We must think much less 
about ourselves and much more about others. This 
is the unselfish spirit of true Pentecost. 


REAL PENTECOST BRINGS RELIABLE GUIDANCE, 
but what do we see today? Certainly there 
is a lot of talking—“The Lord told me to do this” 
and “The Lord revealed that,” The Lord’s name is 
used all too lightly and irreverently. The Lord gets 
blamed for a lot and His precious name is too often 
used to give weight to a losing argument. It is high 
time that all this hypocrisy stopped. We must be 
very careful before we use the holy name of the 
Lord Jesus. Many so-called Pentecostal believers seek 
messages more ardently than they search the Scrip- 
tures. The Holy Spirit will lead us to reliable guidance 
from the Word of God. True Pentecost makes the 



































Bible literally speak. No other means of knowing the 
will of God should usurp the voice of the infallible 
Word. 


REAL PENTECOST MAKES US FAITHFUL to God, 
faithful to the Church and faithful to each other. 
Pentecost rids every heart of the spirit of disloyalty 
to the cause of Jesus Christ. 


REAL PENTECOST BRINGS SOLIDARITY AND 
SINCERITY, but there is much instability in Pente- 
cost today. How often the “glory glory” person of 
today is hopelessly backslidden tomorrow. What a 
shame—such a one had no roots in true Pentecost. 
Sane, steady, solid Pentecostal Christians are badly 
needed today. There are far too many unstable, un- 
balanced corks bobbing about in the Pentecostal 
world. I have never met a dependable fanatic; he is 
usually here today and gone tomorrow. Such persons 
will never become pillars in God’s House (they are 
really more like caterpillars), for they can never be 
depended upon to remain solid and firm to the 
foundation. They can always be heard talking and 
preaching (and criticizing), but they have little 
or no message. Not everybody who mentions God’s 
name is an ally of the Christian cause. Without 
discernment, perhaps, we should have appointed the 
Philippian prophetess (Acts 16:16-18) to be a dea- 
coness or a Sunday School teacher in the church, 
but the Apostle Paul cast the devil out of her. Be 
careful, “By their fruits ye shall know them,” Matt- 
hew 7:20. “Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of heaven,” Mat- 
thew 17:21. From this same Scripture we know that 
there are some professed Christian workers in the 
world, busy preaching the Christian message, casting 
out devils in the name of the Lord, and doing many 
wonderful works in Jesus’ name, who will ultimately 
suffer the fate of devils themselves. God’s Word 
warns us to be careful and to exercise the divine 
gift of discernment in these matters. To disregard 
God’s Word and to please men, will lead to eternal 
sorrow and regret. 


REAL PENTECOST BRINGS COOPERATION. Then 
why is it that so many voices are heard saying, “I 
want liberty,” and “I want to be free to work for 
the Lord’? I doubt whether it is liberty and freedom 
that they really want. It is more likely that they 
want their own way. They don’t want harnessing; 
such people are dangerous. Unharnessed electricity is 
dangerous; when harnessed, it brings light, power 
and heat. An unharnessed horse may have a lovely 
time galloping around the paddock, but it is of no 
use to anybody. When harnessed, that same horse will 
help to plough fields and draw a cart to market. To 
be Pentecostal means that we cannot be independent. 
We are all part and parcel of God’s great war machine 
against sin and wickedness, and we must have co- 
operation in the ranks. Disgruntled folk with itching 
ears are running amok finding teachers (2 Timothy 
4:3). Others are too busy chasing devils (imaginary 
or otherwise) to listen to simple reason and plain 
Scripture. The precious Word of God is thrown to the 





winds in a desperate attempt to seek personal gains. 
No, this is not Pentecost! This is not that which 
was spoken by the Prophet Joel. THIS is a latter- 
day invasion of Satan into the ranks of God which 
must be repulsed by the power of TRUE PENTECOST.

They 
also cracked the windshield and the driver brought 
an apology from the manager. We are expecting them 
to give us a discount when we go in to pay the bill. 


HEALINGS 


The Lord has given us many wonderful healings. 
We are seeing blinded eyes opened and numbers have 
been healed of minor ailments. A chief who had been 
unable to walk normally for three months was able 
to attend one of the conventions within thirty minutes 
after prayer for his body. He walked normally from 
his house to the church which is a distance of 
about one mile. Praise the Lord for His wonderful 
power! 


All of us are praying that God’s will be done. Poly- 
gamy is the greatest evil here and because we do not 
allow such, there are many who turn away. Yet 
God is continually adding more souls. 


NEED 


Our need is intense and urgent because of the 
great opportunities for the Church of God. The 
Moslems control the northern region of Nigeria and 
it is difficult to go into that area. The Roman Cath- 
olics are prevalent in the eastern region and are 
continually expanding because of their many schools, 
training centers, and millions of dollars at their 
disposal. Yet the Africans are still waiting for a 
heavenly message with the power of God to trans- 
form their lives from superstition, fear, and evil 
heathen traditions. The Church of God throughout 
the world has that message and power. The finance 
and personnel in the United States are increasing to 
meet this challenge. 


THANKS 


We humbly appreciate your burden for the lost 
millions throughout the world. If it were not for your 
obedience in giving and praying, our weak efforts 
would be more hindered. I know that God will abun- 
dantly bless as you continue to uphold the world 
missions cause. Surely the time is so short before 
Christ’s return, that we must intensify our efforts 
in every department of our churches in the United 
States and foreign field missions.

Peru to Open New Bible School 


By Juan and Ruth Alzamora 


“We are limited here in what can be done 
for God until we get a Bible school func- 
tioning. For this reason we are planning 
a school for a three-month term for each 
year. The students will graduate in three 
years. 

“There will be classes five hours a day— 
four in the morning and one at night— 
‘six days a week. The afternoons will be 
free for those who need to work to pay 
their expenses. 

“The students must pay their own travel- 
ing expenses, their own books, and one 
hundred ‘soles’ a month to help with their 
board. Several want to study under these 
conditions and our work is suffering for 
lack of young men who can carry on. A 
part of the curriculum will be music, har- 
mony of the Gospels, the book of Acts, 
homiletics, doctrine, personal work, Old 
Testament, teacher’s training and Spanish 
grammar.” 

The above is part of a letter from our 
missionaries in Peru. Below, the reader 
will see words penned by Brother Walker, 
who visited this territory in March. 

“After the opening of the school at Giri- 
baldi it was transferred the next day to the 
home of Juan and Ruth Alzamora, which 
made 10 students, plus 4 in the family, 
14, in a five-room house (small rooms, 
too). Juan and Ruth are good soldiers. 

“The school has operated one month and 
has two more to go. Its cost will be $500 
which has been met by designated funds, 
in full. Oh, yes, the students all eat, sleep, 
study and stay at Alzamora's.”

A HAPPY PASTOR-EVANGELIST WITH A MISSION VISION 


Three years ago I attended a mission campaign 
which was sponsored by the State of Kentucky. Our 
field representative, Brother Owens, preached of a 
greater need for missions and God laid it on my 
heart to pledge one hundred dollars.

UNDER A BARRAGE OF PROTESTS by the minority religious groups of his country, President Ramon Mag- 


Saysay dedicated the Philippines to the “Sacred Heart of Jesus.” Some six million non-Catholic Filipinos 
consider this action a violation of constitutional guarantees of separation of Church and State. Prior 
to the official dedication the press gave wide coverage to the objections of the non-Catholic groups. Typi- 
cal of the numerous protests published in the national dailies is a letter from Jose A. Yap, the Executive 
Secretary of the Philippine Federation of Christian Churches, who wrote as follows: 


“Mr. President, please be reminded that the task which you are about to do will greatly undermine 
the very foundations of democracy in our country and may cause the people of the world to revise their 
high esteem of you as the greatest champion of democracy in Asia. For unquestionably your public and 
official appearance in a Catholic religious ceremony is a violation of the principle of our land... 
You are the symbol of our unity as a nation. Of what good will that symbol be with a complete disregard 
of the feelings and constitutional rights of the minority?” 


Many times President Magsaysay’s attention has been called to the fact that when the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy exerted pressure on the late President Manuel Quezon to make the dedication, he refused, on 
the basis that his participation could be interpreted as official participation of the nation in a sectarian 
ceremony. Such official participation would be a violation of the principle of separation of Church and 
State as guaranteed by the Philippine Constitution. 


- Many saw in the President’s action an attempt to gain Catholic favor and support when he comes up for 
re-election. 


Only two other nations in the world have been officially dedicated to the “Sacred Heart of Jesus.” In 
these, Spain and Ecuador, Protestants have been the target of much official oppression.

IN MEXICO THE ROMAN CATHOLIC HIERARCHY is setting up a system of taxation for the paying 
of tithes into the Church. Individuals or families with income less than 20 pesos (about $1.63) are 
exempt. Those receiving higher salaries must give the Church one day’s salary each year. In cases where 
the income is not a fixed amount (profits accruing from rents, farming, etc.) the tax is estimated on 
the percentage basis—3% on the thousand on income less than 50,000 pesos, and 6% on the thousand 
when the income goes higher. It is noted that the taxation system as devised by the Church is not a 
government enforced program. (Missionary News Service)

The Lord has been pouring His rich blessings upon 
us here in England. We came to this country from 
Jamaica in 1951 just after a severe hurricane which 
left us almost in devastation. We did secular work 
near Wolverhampton and Birmingham in a section 
known as the Midlands or the Black Country. 

We tried to get in touch with Pentecostal move- 
ments as there was no Church of God in this 
country. The churches we contacted gave us a warm 
welcome and we preached and sang for several as- 
semblies for about two years. 

During this time, quite a number of our people 
had settled here. The spirituality of the churches 
was not so high as that with which we were ac- 
quainted, and many of our people did not feel free 
in most of these places. We noticed that they were 
declining in their manner of worship and some were 
even backslidden. 

In September of 1953, Brother H. D. Brown, Brother 
G. S. Peddie, and I came together to consider the 
matter of starting a mission on our own. We got 
a hall from the Y.M.C.A. in Wolverhampton and had 
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our first service the last Sunday of September, 1953. 
That night we had about 17 present; some were 
unsaved. 

In many of these services only 6 or 7 persons 
were present but we continued in fasting and suppli- 
cation before God until things started to revive. By 
August, 1954, we had some of the English people 
coming to join with us in worship. During this time, 
another move was made in Handsworth, Birming- 
ham 21. The Lord blessed the efforts of the believers 
there as well. 

In 1955 we made contacts with the Church of God 
Headquarters in Cleveland, Tennessee, U.S.A., during 
which time Elder Steadman came along and urged us 
in the same direction. We allowed him to make the 
necessary arrangements and he contacted the Rev- 
erend Paul H. Walker, the Executive Missions Secre- 
tary, who visited us on June 18, 1955. Our hearts 
were made to rejoice at the wonderful fellowship we 
had with him. He organized the churches in Birming- 
ham and Wolverhampton. 

The devil did not like’ this move and for some 
time we were in troublesome waters, but the Lord 
gave us victory. We now have four organized churches 
in this country and we are hoping to add to this 
number shortly as we continue to labor in His vine- 
yard.

It surely thrilled our 
souls to see them stand as one body and take off 
their unnecessary jewelry when Brother Hargrave 
read this teaching of the church. If there is any- 
thing dear to the hearts of the Latin people, it is 
their jewelry and nothing short of the love of God

will separate them from it. Our national pastor 
and his family had been setting the example by not 
wearing any, so from the very beginning the people 
here knew that good Church of God members do not 
wear jewelry. : 


BEFORE THE END OF 1957 we are asking
